the corporate limits of the 
Town of St, Albert was de- 
feated 3 ~ 3, Voting in favor 
of the motion were coun- 
cillors Throndson, Bakker 
and Lukey, Against were 
Mayor Gibbon, councillors 
Hudson and Kambouroff. 
Nespite the defeat, Coun- 
cillor Throndson got his 
licks in there and made his 
views abundantly clear. 
“Motor boats within the con- 
fines of St, Albert,’’ said 
Councillor Throndson, “are 
noisy, are a hazard and 
cause erosion along the 
river.’’ He was very firm 
in his convictions that motor 
boats on the Sturgeon ought 
to be banned, 

Councillor Kambouroff 
felt it was very sad for a 
council to entertain the ban- 
ning of motor boats on the 
Sturgeon, He closed his 
comments by saying, ‘‘we’ve 
got a beautiful river at our 
doorstep and now we want 
to stop the people from en- 
joying it,” 

Councillor Hudson, who 
cast one of the dissenting 
votes, asked with tongue-in- 
cheek, ‘if we approve this 
motion, how are we going to 
enforce the by-law. . are 
we going to buy ourselves 
a speedboat ?’’ 

Regarding signing auth- 
ority, council approved a 
motion whereby two mem- 
bers of the council and two 
members of staff will share 
in the signing duties during 
the normal cour, of ade 
ministrating town affairs. 
The four include the mayor, 
deputy-mayor, secretary- 
treasurer and chief admine 
istrator, The motion by 
Mayor Gibbon was passed 
unanimously, 

Council Monday ratified 
the purchase of a garbage 
packer and truck unit for 
the town’s public works de- 
partment at a total price of 
$30,288, Town engineer J. 
Mandaag explained to coun- 
cil the urgent need for both 
a garbage packer and 
chassis, He pointed out that 
the present equipment was 
wearing out rapidly, espe- 
cially because of the exten- 
sive use it was subjected 
to and the long distance 
refuse had to be hauled, He 
strongly recommended that 
a Kenworth truck, presently 
available in Ecmonton be 
purchased at $18,850 and a 
packer, available in Winni- 
peg at a price of $11,438, 
In closing his recommenda- 
tion, Mr, Mandaag said, “‘I 
think we’ll be able to get a 
reduction on the quoted 
prices,’’ 

Mayor Gibbon was the only 
dissenting voter on the mo- 
tion that Lot R-3, Block 12, 
Plan 2229 RS be offered for 
sale to the Edmonton and 
Rural Auxiliary Hospital and 
Nursing Home District No, 
24, at a price to them of 
$25,000 per acre, ful'y ser- 
viced. Mr. Mayor felt that 
the true and appraised price 
of $32,000 per acre be main- 
tained. The rest of council 
expressed views that this 
land, Iccated between the 
Youville Home and Sturgeon 
General Hospital ought to be 
put to its best use and priced 
accordingly, Attached to the 
motion, however, is the re~ 
quest from council that the 
Auxiliary Hospital District 
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No, 24 indicate whether they 
are interested in the pro- 
perty because others are 
interested in the 3,41 acres 
of land described, 

Council resolved at the 
April 17 meeting that the 
Roraph property be sold to 
Wescon Construction Pro- 
ducts for the development 
of a pre-cast concrete man- 
ufacturing plant, In a letter 
dated May 5, Westcon ad- 
vised council that they had 
purchased other property 
within the town, Council thus 
approved receipt of the 
letter,

To assist in the never 
ending job of making our 
roads and highways safer, 
the RCMP in Alberta have 
added VASCAR to their 
traffic law enforcement pro= 
gram, Effective May 15, 
1972, some RCMP patrols 
will begin using VASCAR, 

VASCAR is a brand name 
standing for ‘‘Visual Aver- 
age Speed Computer and Re- 
corder,’’ It is an electronic 
speed calculating device that 
enables the policeman on 
patrol to check the speed of 
motor vehicles whether they 
are coming or going, be= 
hind or ahead of the police 
vehicle or even moving on 
a cross street or road. The 
device will work when the 
police car is stopped or on 
the move, 

VASCAR operates on the 
proven principle that speed 
equals distance divided by 
time. With it a peace offie 
cer can measure the time it 
takes a vehicle to cover a 
certain distance and from 
these measurements the de- 
vice automatically computes 
the average speed.

CAR units were installed 
in some RCMP patrol cars 
some time ago and person= 
nel selected to be VASCAR
